Such were some of the statements 
made by Mr. Harry Thomas, fire in- 
surance adjuster, when speaking to 
the Board of Trode on Monday even- 
ing last. 

Mr. Thomas, who is assaciated with 
the firm of Patterson & Waugh, is a 
recognized authority on insurance in 
this country. His knowledge is based

his headquarters are in Calgary, his 
territory extends from Port Arthur 
to the Coast.

cy holders and explained such tchni- 
cal terms as; co-insurance, limited 
libility, concurrent insurance, ete. 
In referring to the heavy fire losses 
in Canada, Mr.Thomas gaid that while 
climatic and other conditions made 
fire protection more difficult than in 
older or warmer countries, yet he had 
concluded from his observations that 
the great percentage of fire losses 
was due to rank carelessness. Care-

ings; in the construction of chimneys; 
in the installation of electric wiring; 
in the handling of gasoline and in the 
disposal of cigar and cigarette stubs 
» also in permitting rubbish and dirt to 
accumulate in and around buildings. 
* He urged that holders of insurance 
‘ policies read their contracts and find 
out what they are paying for. If 
more than one policy is held see that 
the wording is uniform, otherwise 
{ difficulty in making adjustment is sure 
\ to arise. 
In case of fire save all you can, than 
‘~ make a clear frank statement of you 
joss, to the representative of your 
company and you will not be disap- 
pointed with the adjustment.

When a 
vowel sound is uttered the room be- 
comes full of vibrations, and ep- dif- 
ferent sound gives vibrations of a dif- 
ferent shape, In the presence of the 
Lioregraph a person saying “Ah” 
would record upon paper a wobbly, 
symmetrical line. The principle in- 
volved is similar to that of the phono- 
graph but, by means of delicate mec- 
hanism, the effects of speech are en- 
larged an enormous number of times. 
It is believed that with this new in- 
vention, aided by mathematical for- 
mulae already in use, it will be poss- 
ible ultimately to read and translate 
any foreign or unknown tongue of 
which these lines are the record,

Five deaths appeared to be the total 
of fatalities in the tornado which 
ravaged mill villages in Georgia and 
South Carolina. The storm centred 
at Warrenville, S.C., where, in addi- 
tion to the five persons killed, a num- 
ber were injured. 

Three well-known Chinese, who are 
partners in a $50,000 ranch at Vernon, 
were successful in securing a judg- 
ment in their favor in the British 
Columbia Court of Appeal whereby 
they are given judgment and title to 
the property. 

A despatch to the London Times 
from Cairo, Egypt, says the title of 
Sultan of Egypt is expected to be 
changed to King of Egypt when the 
British Parliament ratifies the remov- 
al of protectorate and recognizes 
Egypt's independence. 

A largely-signed petition from the 
grain producers of Manitoba will be 
presented to Premier King during the 
coming season, asking for a lowering 
of the freight rates in Western Can- 
ada to the basis of 1917, it is announc- 
ed by President Colin H. Burnell, of 
the United Farmers of Manitoba.
